These 
should be so chosen as to form no 
notcnes. and should be distributed up 
and down the trunk of the tree so they 
will not crowd later on. The next win- 
ter we cut back the side branches, cut- 
ting oat tiioae which are inclined to 
grow acrooa the tree, thaaa wMch croaa 
and close together- 

As the tree gets older less pruning is 
needed, or the enery goes into the fruit 
instead of wood. However, all trees 
should be pruned soma each vlulOI to 
keep them in shape. 

In pruning old neglected treea the 
fiiat thing to do ia often to eat oat one 
or mors of the hraaciiBB ftwai tim caa- 
ter of the traa aad aa apaa it ap to the 
sun and air. Cat oat all dead and dis- 
eased brances, also those which cross 
or are too close together. In old trees 
it is often necessary to cut out part of 
the top to get it low enough to spray 
and pick the fruit. 

If tha traaa have been long nagiactad 
it ia baat to taka two yaanr iir this 
work. Catting oat the dead and dis- 
essed wood, opening to the center, and 
cutting out the highest branches first, 
and later doing the general thinning.
